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The Protein Era 

In an article which appeared in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, Dr. J. S. McLester, 
a distinguished authority on diet as it relates to health, 
said, "Today wo arc in the protein era." 

In late years, great progress has been made in 
the science of nutrition. One of the major develop- 
ments is the discovery of the vital role that protein 
plays In maintaining vitality, stamina, and even' 
morale. Dr. McLester, for example, ascribed the in- 
dividual superiority of the American soldier in the 
last war to the high protein content of "our military 
diet. 

Moreover, the medical men have found that 
high protein nutrition is of definite value in reducing 
surgical mortality, by systematically building up 
the strength of the patient prior to the operation. It 
is of great service in treating nephritis and nephrosis. 
In pregenancy cases, protein has strong beneficial 
effects on mother and child, both before and after 
the birth. 

There are a number of sources of protein. Of 
these, meat is particularly outstanding, and its protein 
content is biologically complete. It is one of the few 
foods that can be eaten twice or more a day with 
appetite. 

All in all, the American diet is high in protein, 
and the amount of protein consumed is on the in- 
crease. This promises a better level of national health 
for the future.

Real Bargain 

A California electric utility* has filed an ap- j 
plication with the state public utilities commission for 
an increase in rates which, if granted, will raise the! 
average household bill by less than one cent a day. l 



This Is the first time in 20 years the 'company has 
sought an increase, and since 1936 it has made major 
rate reductions. 

In various parts of the country utility systems 
are in a similar predicament. Electricity is .practically 
the only commodity or. service in common use which 
costs less now than it did before the war. Great in- 
crease in demand, and outstanding efficiency and 
technical improvement within the Industry, have 
made it possible to either cut rates or hold them 
firm while other costs were soaring. In the case of 
the California company, for instance, the cost of liv- 
ing in its territory has risen by more than 50 per 
cent since 1923— and its residential electric rates have 
dropped by more than 50 per cent. And that has been 
generally true throughout the nation. 

Now the point has been reached where ad- 
ditional revenues are needed. Some of th big muni- 
cipal systems are in the same boat, and are consider- 
ing rate increases — which proves, incidentally, that 
there is no economic magic in socialism. The utilities 
like the rest of us, must pay the high going price for 
labor and supplies, and revenues are proving inade- 
quate. 

Fortunately, these rate increases will cost the 
average user a minute sum. Electricity is and will 
remain a remarkable bargain for .the money.

Big Ben— 

Big Ben the largest and most 
rcllablo clock In the world, cele- 
brates its 00th birthday this 
year. Big Ben a 13 ^ ton bell 
with a -M8 pound hammer, is 
located in a tower erected next 
to tho English houses of parlia- 
ment overlooking Westminster 
bridge. 

Two men spend five hours 
three times a week winding tho 
clock. It is kept accurate by 
contact twice a day with tho 
Greenwich observatory. 
At tho top. of tho tower is tho 
lantern, which when lit up by 
Its six gas jots, tells the late 
Londoners that their parliament 
is still sitting. To regulate tho 
clock a tray Is fixed about half 
way down tho 13 th pendulum, 
and In it 10 coins are placed. 
When tho clock is running fast, 
a penny is placed on the tray. If 
tho clock is running slow a pen- 
ny is removed. This makes tho 
pendulum cither speed up or 
slow down about 4/10ths sec- 
onds a day. 

This was of little benefit lately 
when the Big Ben tower became- 
a haven for swarms of starlings. 
They used the hands of tho 
clock for a roosting perch. This 
speeded up tho clock on tho 
down movement and slowed It 
on tho up movement of the hour 
and minute hands. Each tlmo 
tho clock struck tho birds would 
leave temporarily. 
Legend has It that a Lord Chief 
Justice altered a court record, 
tho King hearing of this fined 
tho chief justice 800 pounds and 
used the money to erect tho 
clock whose bell should hourly 
remind all judges to administer 
fair justice*
